Modern Library At Fort Saskatchewan 
First Building In New Civic Centre

Fort Saskatchewan now has a public 
library building worthy of the town. 
It was erected early in the year and 
officially opened on June 2nd by Mayor 
C. H. Curry. The Hon. A. Russell Pat¬ 
rick, Provincial Secretary, and Minister 
responsible for public library devel¬ 
opment was also present. Mr. Pat¬ 
rick complimented the town on its 
choice of a public library as the first 
building to be erected in the proposed 
Civic Centre, and congratulated the 
Town Council and Library Board on 
making such good use of the Provincial 
Government’s Recreation Grant. 

The building measures 48'x48', the 
greater part of which is for public use, 
and the remainder as work space for 
the staff. It is of wooden frame con¬ 
struction with brick facing on the west 


side; the use of glue-laminated beams, 
an open ceiling and adequate fluorescent 
lighting give it a very spacious appear¬ 
ance. It is designed so that any needed 
expansion can be made, and if neces¬ 
sary, the floor area can be doubled. 

The total cost was nearly $25,000. The 
Provincial Recreation Grant and Winter 
Works Programme met the greater part 
of this, while the balance came from 
town funds. The architects were David 
Maeleod and Associates of Edmonton. 

Mrs. David Mackie and her colleagues, 
who operated the community library 
in the basement of the community hall 
for many years, are delighted with their 
new home and look forward to an in¬ 
crease in their work in these much more 
pleasant surroundings.
